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Continuation of 10. Other: For example, the proposed amendments to claim 17 are directed toward further defining the "transaction- 
based bus mechanism" as a "transaction-based bus". Removal of the term "mechanism" further limits the scope of the claim, in that 
previously a "transaction-based bus mechanism" could have been interpreted as a bus or a component coupled to the bus which fulfilled 
the claim limitations.
